10  Charges  of  a  Freemason 

II.— Of  the  Civil  Magistrate,  Supreme 
and  Subordinate. 

A  mason  is  a  peaceful  subject  to  the  civil 
powers  wherever  he  resides  or  works,  and  is 
never  ..  be  concerned  in  plots  or  conspiracies 
against  the  peace  or  welfare  of  the  nation,  nor 
to  behave  himself  undutifuUy  to  inferior  majr- 
istrates.     He  is  cheerfully  to  conform  to  every 
lawful  authority;  to  uphold  on  every  occasion, 
tlie  interest  of  the  community,  and  zealouslv 
promote   the   prosperity   of   his   own   country^ 
xMasonry,  has  ever  flourished  in  times  of  peace, 
and   been   always    in.rred   by   war,   bloodshed 
and   confusion,   so   that   kings   and   princes   in 
every   age    have   been    disposed   to   encourage 
the  craftsmen  on  account  of  their  peaceable- 
ness  and  loyalty,  whereby  they  practically  an- 
swer the  cavils  of  their  adversaries,  and  pro- 
mote the  honor  of  the  fraternity.    Craftsmen 
are  bound  by  peculiar  ties  to  promote  peace, 
cultivate  harmony,  and  to  live  in  concord  and 
brotherly    love. 

III.— Of  Lodges 

A  lodge  is  a  place  where  Freemasons  assembe 
to  work  and  to  instruct  and  to  improve  them- 
selves in  the  mysteries  of  their  ancient  science, 
in  an  extended  sense,  it  applies  to  persons  as 
well  as  to  place;  hence  every  regular  assembly, 
or  duly  organized  meeting  of  Masons  is  called 
a  iodge.  Every  brother  ought  to  belong  to 
some  lodge,  and  be  subject  to  its  by-laws  and 
the  general  regulations  of  the  Craft.  A  lodge 
may  be  either  general  or  particular,  as  will 
be  best  understood  by  attending  it,  and  there 
a  knowledge  of  the  established  usages  and 
customs  of  the  Cratt  may  be  acquired.     Fmni

9-  Its  executive  powers  include  the  granting 
ot  disiiensations  and  charters  to  establish  anc' 
perpetuate  Lodges  within  this  jurisdiction  and 
Ml  other  territory  where  no  Grand  Lodge  ex- 
ists; the  revocation  or  sus].ension  thereof-  the 
issuing  of  special  dispensations  for  all  pur- 
poses permitted  by  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Lonsfitution;  and  the  exercise,  generally 
of  all  such  authority  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  its  own  legislation  into  complete  eflfect. 

10.   Its  judicial   powers   are   of   two   kinds: 

1st.  "Original"  -The  enforcement   of  discip- 
line upon  itb  own  members  and  upon  the

2nd.  "Appellate"— Embracing  the  revision  of 
all  matters  of  controversy  or  discipline, 
proper  for  Masonic  investigation,  and  over 
which  it  has  not  retained  original  jurisdic- 
tion, and  the  hearing  of  appeals  instituted 
as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Communications. 

11.  The  annual  communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  the  month  of  June,  in  the  City  of  Winnipeg 
or  at  such  place  as  shall  have  been  decided  on 
by  a  majority  vote,  which  vote  shall  be  taken 
immediately  before  the  election  f)f  officers,  at 
the  preceeding  annual  communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.

7th.  To  examine  all  by-laws  of  subordinate

DEPUTY   GRAND  MASTER 

His  Powers  and  Authority 

47.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  shall  have 
full  authority,  unless  the  Grand  Master  be 
present,  to  preside  in  any  Lodge  which  he 
may  visit,  with  the  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master  on  his  right  hand  and  the  Master  of 
the  Lodge  on  his  left.

52.  Each  District  Deputy  Grand  Master 
shall  be  well  skilled  in  the  work  of  the  three 
degrees  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry;  he  shall 
be  a  Past  Master  and  member  in  good  stand- 
ing of  some  Lodge  in  the  District  from  which 
he  is  appointed,  and  shall  receive  a  certificate 
of  his  appointment  signed  by  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter and   attested  by  the  Grand  Secretary. 

Their  Duties 

5.1.  Each     District     Deputy     Grand     ^faster 
shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  his  duty: 

1st.  To  visit  officially,  each  Lodge  in  his 
District  at  least  once  during  his  term. 

2nd.  To  preside  in  each  Lodge  upon  the 
occasion  of  his  official  visit,  to  examine  its 
books  and  records,  and  see  if  they  are  pro- 
perly ke!)t;  to  inform  himself  of  the  number 
of  members,  and  the  punctuality  and  regu- 
larity of  their  attendance;  to  ascertain  the 
state  and  condition  of  the  Lodges  in  all  res- 
pects; to  point  out  any  errors  he  may  ascer- 
tain in  their  conduct  and  mode  of  working; 
and  to  instruct  them  in  every  particular 
wherein  he  shall  find  they  may  require  or 
desire  information  and  particularly  to  recom- 
mend attention  to  the  moral  and  benevolent 
principles  of  Masonry,  and  caution  in  the  ad- 
mission   of    candidates;    to    see    that    returns 
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have  been  regularly  fo-warded  to  the  Grand 
becretarys  Office  with  all  fees  and  dues  that 
may  have  accrued;  and  on  refusal  or  neglect 
on  the  part  of  any  Lodge  to  make  such  return 
he  may  suspend  the  Lodge;  and  if  he  discover 
in  his  District  any  Masonic  error  or  evil  to 
endeavor  immediately  to  arrest  the  same  by 
Alasonic  means,  and,  if  he  judge  it  expedient, 
to  specially  report  the  same  to  the  Grand 
Master.

If  anv  brother  behave  in  such  manner 
as  to  disturb  the  harmony  of  the  Lodge,  and 
be  twice  formally  admonished  by  the  Master, 
and  persist  in  his  irregular  conduct,  he  shall' 
be  i)unished  according  to  the  by-laws  of  that 
particular  Lodge,  or  the  case  may  be  reported 
to   higher   Masonic   authority. 

Duties 

165.  The  by-laws  of  the  Lodge  shall  be  fairly 
written  or  printed  in  a  book,  and  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  Master  on  the  day  of  his  in- 
stallation, wheh  he  shall  solemnly  pledge  him- 
self to  observe  and  enforce  them  during  his 
mastership.  Every  brother  shall  also  sign 
them  when  he  becomes  a  member  of  the 
Lodge,  as  a  declaration  of  his  submission  to 
them;  and  every  member  shall,  at  all  reason- 
able times,  have  access  to  such  by-laws,  which 
should  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Lodge 
and  delivered  to  the  members. 

166.  The  Master  of  every  Lodge  is  to  cause 
the  ancient  charges  and  regulations  of  the 
urand  Lodge  relating  to  private  Lodges,  and 
the  by-laws  of  his  Lodge,  to  be  read  in  open 
Lodge  once  every  year.

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time,  be  called,  giving  seven  days'  notice,  by 
the  authority  of  the  Master,  or,  in  his  absence, 
of  the  Senior  Warden,  or  in  his  absence,  of 
the  Junior  Warden,  but  on  no  pretence  with- 
out such  authority.  A  Lodge  of  emergency 
for  the  purpose  o;  attending  the  funeral  of  a 
deceased  brother,  may  be  called  at  any  time 
without  the  ordinary  seven  days'  notice  by 
the  Worshipful  Master,  or  in  his  absence,  by 
the  Senior  Warden,  or,  in  his  absence  by  the 
Junior  Warden,  but  not  without  such  author- 
ity- The  particular  reason  for  calling  the 
Lodge  of  emergency  shall  be  expressed  in 
the  notice,  and  afterwards  recorded  in  the  min- 
ute book,  and  no  business  but  that  so  express- 
ed shall  be  entered  upon  at  such  meeting.  No 
Lodge  has  the  power  of  adjourning  from  day 
to  day. 

182.  No  Lodge  shall  remove  its  place  of 
meeting  from  that  named  in  its  dispensation 
or  charter,  unless  notice  shall  have  been  given 
at  a  regular  meeting  that  a  resolution  of  such 
removal  will  be  offered  at  the  succeeding  one, 
nor  unless  such  resolution  shall  have  been 
adopted  by  the  votes  of  at  least  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present  at  such  succeeding  reg- 
ular meeting;  nor  shall  such  removal  then  take 
place  until  the  action  of  the  Lodge  shall  have 
been  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand 
Master,  or  (if  from  one  place  to  another  with- 
in his  district),  the  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master.

186.  Every  member  in   good  standing  shall 
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be  eligble  to  any  office  in  t.  ,  Lodge,  except 
that  of  Master,  for  which  only  a  brother  who 
has  been  elected  and  installed  as  Warden  of 
a  Lodge  shall  be  eligble.  except  by  dispensation 
of  the  Grand  Master  ;provided  that  a  brother 
who  has  not  served  as  Warden  may  be  nom- 
inated as  Worshipful  Master  of  a  Lodge  under 
dispensation.

Powers  and  Duties  of  Wardens

respective   stations. 

202.  In  the  absence  of  the  Master,  the  Se 
nior  Warden  (and  in  his  absence  also,  the  Ju- 
nior Warden)  shall  succeed  to  and  be  charged 
with  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  Master,  ex- 
cept conferring  degrees.  Should  the  Master 
and  Wardens  be  absent,  the  immediate  Past 
Master,  or  if  he  be  not  present  the  next  im- 
mediate Past  Master  of  the  Lodge  present 
shall  take  the  chair. 

203.  If  the  Master  should  die,  be  removed 
or  be  incapable  of  discharging  the  duties  oi 
his  office,  the  Senior  Wardei  ,  and  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  Senior  Warden,  the  Junior  War- 
den, shall  act  as  Master  in  summoning  the 
Lodge  until  the  next  election  of  officers. 

204.  The  Wardens  of  a  Lodge  are  enjoined 
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to  visit  other  Lodges  as  often  as  tliey  con- 
veniently can,  in  order  that  tlic  same  usages  and 
customs  may  be  observed  throughout  the 
Craft,  and  a  good  understanding  be  thereby 
cultivated  among   Freemasons. 

205.  The  Wardens  t)f  every  Lodge,  when 
summoned  so  to  do,  shall  attend  the  Grand 
Master,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  the  Dis- 
trict Deputy  Grand  Master  within  whose 
jurisdiction  the  Lodge  is  located,  the  Grand 
Lodge,  or  any  committee  or  brother  author- 
ized by  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Lodge; 
and  produce  the  Charter,  minutes  and  books 
of  the  Lodge,  under  penaU^  of  suspension, 
which  shall  be  reported  to  the  next  meeting 
of  the   Grand   Lodge. 

Duties  of  the  Treasurer 

206.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer — 

1st.  lo  receive  and  safely  keep  all  moneys 
(;r  property  i.f  every  kind  which  shall  be  placed 
in  his  hands  by  order  of  the  Lodge. 

2  id.  To  disburse  or  transfer  the  same  or 
any  part  thereof,  upon  the  order  of  the  Mas- 
ter, duly  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

3rd.  To  keep  a  book  or  books  wherein  a 
correct  account  of  his  r  .'sipts  and  disburse- 
ments shall  be  exliibited. 

4th.  To  present  a  statement  f  the  finances 
of  the  Lodge  whenever  required,  and  submit 
a   yearly  report   at   the  annual   meeting 
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.5th-  To  perform  such  other  duties,  apper- 
taining to  his  office,  as  the  by-laws  may  re- 
quire or  the  Lodge  may  at  any  time  direct. 

Duties  of  the  Secretary 

207.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary— 

1st.  To  record  all  the  proceedings  at  each 
meeting,  which  it  is  proper  should  be  written 
under  the  direction  of  the  Master,  in  a  rougli 
minute  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose;  and 
to  submit  such  record,  or  a  synopsis  of  such 
record,  to  the  Lodge  at  that  meeting  for  a  >- 
proval  or  correction. 

2nd.  To  transcribe,  in  accordance  with  the 
form  in  this  Constitution,  such  proceedings 
trom  the  rough  minute  book  to  the  minute 
book,  after  they  shall  thus  have  been  approved 
or  corrected;  and  wher  thus  transcribed  and 
conhrmed,  at  the  next  regular  meeting,  pre- 
sent them  to  the  Master,  for  his  signature. 

3rd.  To  prepare  and  transmit  a  copy  of  such 
record,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  or  Grand  Secretary,  when  required. 

4th.  To  collect  and  receive  all  moneys  due 
to  the  Lodge,  and  pay  them  over  without 
delay  to  the  Treasurer. 

5th.  To  keep  the  seal  of  the  Lodge,  and  to 
affix  the  same,  with  his  attestation,  to  all  pa- 
pers issued  under  its  authority  or  in  obedience 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  and 
regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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6th.  To  transmit  to  the  Grand  Secretary, 
immediately  after  each  election  and  sstalla- 
tion  in  the  Lodge,  a  certificate  thereci  in  the 
form   prescribed. 

7th.  To  transmit  to  the  G-?ind  Secretary  the 
semi-annual  report  require  in  such  form  as 
shall  be  provided. 

8th.  To  report  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  im- 
mediately after  their  occurence,  all  rejections, 
suspensions  and  restorations,  in  the  forms  pro- 
vided. 

cth.  To  transmit  copies  of  all  Lodge  notices 
and  summonses  to  the  Grand  Master,  Dis- 
trict Deputy  Grand  Master  (in  whose  district 
t'.ie  Lodge  is  located)  and  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary. 

loth.  To  notify  all  sister  Lodges  in  the  dis- 
trict of  the  rejection  of  candidates  for  initia- 
tion in  accordance  with  section  230. 

208.  He  shall  keep  the  following  books  of 
the  Lodge,  in  such  forms  as  may  be  pro- 
vided— 

1st.  A  minute  book,  in  which  he  shall  record 
all  the  transactions  of  the  Lodge  proper  to 
be  written,  in  accordance  with  the  form  in  this 
Constitution,  after  the  same  shall  have  been 
approved  as  required  by  section  207  sub-sec- 
tion 2. 

2nd.  A  book  of  by-laws,  for  the  signature

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Duties  of  Other  Officers 

210.  The  Deacons,  Tyler  and  other  appointed 
officers,  shall  perform  such  duties,  .consonant 
with  the  usages  of  the  Craft  and  appertaining 
to  their  respective  offices,  as  may  be  required 
by  the  by-laws  or  directed  by  the  Master. 

211.  The  Tyler  may  at  any  time  be  removed, 
for  cause  deemed  sufficient  by  a  majority  of 
the  brethren  present  at  a  regular  meeting  ai  the 
Lcdpc.

224.  No  person  under  the  age  of  twenty-ciiie 
years  shall  be  made  a  Mason  in  any  Lodge, 
except  by  dispensation  of  the  Grand  Master 
as  thereinbefore  provided:  nor  shall  any  dis- 
pensation suspend  the  operations  of  the  law 
re(|uiring  seven  days'  notice  or  committee  of 
enquiry  ,,r  the  ballot.  Every  candidate  must 
be  free-born,  and  at  the  time  of  his  initiation, 
be  known  to  be  in  reputable  circumstances. 
He  should  be  a  lover  of  the  liberal  arts  and 
sciences,  and  have  made  some  progress  in 
one  or  more  of  them. 

^f?>-  A  brother  who  has  been  concerned  in 
making  Masons  clandestinely,  or  at  a  Lodge 
winch  IS  not  a  regular  Lodge,  or  for  small  or 
unworthy  considerations,  or  who  may  assist 
111  torming  a  new  Lodge  without  the  Grand 
Masters  authority,  shall  not  be  admitted  as 
a  member,  nor  even  as  a  visitor,  into  any  reg- 
ular Lodge  nor  partake  of  the  general  charity, 
or  other  .Masonic  privileges,  until  he  make 
due  submission  and  obtain  grace.

226  If  any  member  shall  be  under  suspen- 
sion from  his  Lodge  or  shall  withdraw  him- 
selt  f'-om  It  without  having  complied  with  its 
hy-Iaws  and  the  general  regulations  of  the 
Craft,  he  shall  not  be  eligible  for  admission  to 
any  other  Lodge.  Whenever  a  member  of  any 
l;Oclgc  shall  resign,  or  whenever  at  a  future 
time  he  may  require  it,  he  shall  be  furnished 
with  a  certificate  of  his  standing;  and  such 
ccrtihoate  is  to  be  produced  at  any  other 
Lodge  of  which  he  is  proposed  to  be  admitted 
a  member,  previous  to  the  ballot  being  taken. 

2>7.  No  Lodge  .hall  make  a  Mason  or  admit 
a  member  without  strictly  complying  with 
all  the  regulations  enacted  for  the  government 
of  the  craft  on  these  occasions. 

Petitions  for  and  Conferring  of  Degrees 

228.  All  petitions  for  the  Degrees  of  Mason- 
ry shall  be  m  writing,  signed  by  the  applicant 
with  name  in  full.*  and  shall  be  in  the  form 
prescribed  by  this  Constitution,  and  shall  give 
tiie  followmg  information: — 

I — Where  born. 

2— Age. 

3 — Occupation. 

4 — Residence. 

5— Where  he  has  resided  for  the  year  last 
past.

229.  The  petition  must  be  recommended  by 
two  members  of  the  Lodge,  and  be  presented 
at  a  regular  meeting,  accompanied  with  the  fee 
required  by  the  by-laws;  be  referred  to  a 
committee  of  three  members  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Worshipful  Master;  and  lie  over  at 
least  one  month,  and  if  necessary  for  a  longer 
period  until  said  committee  has  made  the 
necessary  inquiry  into  the  character  of  the 
candidate,  and  shall  rr^ort  thereon,  unless 
otherwise  provided  for  in  this  Constitution. 

After  the  committee  has  reported  to  the 
Lodge  in  his  favor,  upon  the  reception  of  such 
report  he  may  be  balloted  for,  and  if  approved, 
he  may  be  initiated  into  the  first  degree  of  Ma- 
sonry in  such  Lodge;  but  should  the  report 
be  unfavorable,  he  shall  be  considered  a  re- 
jected candidate. 

230.  The  name  in  full,  age,  occupation,  and 
residence  of  the  candidate,  together  with  the 
names  of  the  brethren  who  recommended  him. 
shall  be  sent  to  all  the  members  in  the  notice 
for  the  next  regular  meeting,  and  the  decision 
of  the  brethren  ascertained  by  ballot.  A  copy 
of  such  notice  shall  also  be  sent  to  the  Grand 
Master,  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary. 

231.  When  more  than  one  Lodge  may  be  at 
work  in  the  same  district  in  this  jurisdiction 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  i.ne  of  such  Lodges 
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to  communicate  at  once  to  her  sister  Lodg  s 
in  the  district  the  names  in  full  and  occupation:, 
of  all  persons  whose  petitions  for  iniation  may 
be  rejected  at  any  meeting. 

232.  A  person  shall  not  be  made  a  Mason  in, 
f{5  admitted  a  member  of,  a  Lodge,  if,  on 
the  ballot,  two  black  balls  appear  against  him. 
Some  Lodges  wit.'i  for  no  such  indulgence,  but 
require  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  mem- 
bers present;  the  by-laws  of  each  Lodge  must, 
therefore,  guide  them  in  this  respect,  but  if 
there  be  two  black  balls,  such  person  cannot, 
on  any  pretence,  be  admitted.

opinion  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  presen^ 
not  a  vahd  and  Masonic  one,  the  Lodge  mav 
conler  the  degree  in  the  same  manner  as  I'f 
no  objection  had  been  made,  but  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  236.

FEES  AND  DUES 

256.  A  Lodge  shall  not  confer  the  three  de- 
grees for  a  less  fee  than  twenty-five  dollars. 
Provided,  however,  that  if  a  dimitted  brother 
applicant  has  already  received  the  first  degree 
'1^  A  .u^\^  •'^"'^  second  degrees  in  another 
l.odge,  the  fee  to  accomi)any  his  api)lication  for 
the  remaining  degrees  or  degree,  shall  be  such 
proportion  of  the  fee  for  all  degrees  as  the  by- 
laws of  the  Lodge  may  prescribe.  But  a  can- 
didate shall  not  be  initiated  unless  the  fees  in 
full  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Lodge  are 
paid,  [he  foregoing  is  not  to  extend  to  the 
making  of  serving  brethren,  who  may  be  initi- 
ated, provided  that  no  fee  or  reward  in  such 
tase  he  taken,  and  that  a  dis,)ensation  from 
the  Grand   Master  be  first  obtained. 

257    The   Master  h  to   see   ihal   uil   mon

j(K>.  A  visitor  shall  not  be  admitted  nito  a 
l.odKP  unless  he  be  persi)nally  vouched  for. 
or  after  due  examinatimi  by  two  or  more  well 
skilled  brethren  j)resent ;  nor  if  there  be  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Master,  a  valid  objection 
made  to  such  admissi  11  by  a  member  of  the 
Lod^e.  nor  until  he  h;\\\  liave  entered  his 
name.  Masonic  rank,  the  name  of  his  mother 
I.tidne  or  the  l.odKe  he  hails  from,  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  by  every  Lodge  for  that  purpose;

The 
l.odfre  Kiviiiv;  its  sanction,  and  the  brethren  to 
whom  such  license  is  j?ranted,  shall  be  ansvver- 
ible  for  the  i)roceeditiK'^  of  snch  l-odj^jes  of  In- 
itrnction,  and  responsible  that  the  mode  oi 
workinK  there  adopted  has  received  the  sanc- 
tion  of  (Irand    Lodjje. 

26.V  Notices  of  the  times  and  places  of  meet- 
ing? of  the  l.odfjjes  of  Instruction  shall  be  niven 
to   the  (Irand  Secretary. 

264.  Lodges  of  Instruction  shall  keep  a  re- 
cord of  all  the  brethren  present  at  each  meet- 
ing. ''I'ld  of  brethren  appointed  to  Iioid  olVice. 
and  such  record  shall  be  i)roduced  when  called 
for  by  the  (irand  .Master,  or  the  Lodjje  Kr-mt- 
iiiK  the  sanction. 

265.  If  a  Lodjjc  that  has  jfiven  its  s;i  iction 
for  a  l-od^e  of  Instruction  to  be  held  tuuler 
its  warrant,  shall  see  tit,  it  may  at  any  re^'dar 
meeting  withdraw  that  sanction  by  a  resf)lution 
of  the  i.odjfe,  to  be  communicated  to  the 
Lodge  of  Instruction;  provided  that  notice  of 
the  intention  to  withdraw  the  sanction  be  in- 
serted in  the  summons  for  that  meeting. 


NON-AFFILIATED  MASONS 

2W).  It  is  the  duty  of  every  Master  Mason  to 
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be  a  member  of  some  Lodge,  and  every  non- 
aftiliated  Mason,  who  having  resided  six 
months  within  this  jurisdiction  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  make  application  for  membership 
to  some  Lodge  therein,  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
the  benefit  of  the  benevolent  fund  or  to  any  of 
the  rights,  privileges  or  benefits  of  the  Craft 
nor  to  Masonic  burial,  nor  to  take  part  in  any 
Masonic  ceremony,  public  or  private,  nor  to 
be  entitled  to  any  Masonic  privilege  whatever, 
nor  can  he  be  permitted  to  visit  any  on; 
Lodge  in  the  town  or  place  where  he  resides 
more  than  twice  during  his  secession  from  the 
Craft. 


LODGES  U.D. 

267.  A  Lodge  can  only  be  formed  by  author- 
ity of  a  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Master, 
or  of  a  Charter  from  the  Grand  Lodge;  and 
a  Charter  shall  not  be  granted  to  any  Lodge 
until  it  shall  have  worked  at  least  four  months 
under  a  dispensation,  and  shall  Iiave  exhibited 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  satisfactory  evidence  of 
its  Masonic  capability. 

268.  Upon  the  petition  of  seven  or  more 
Master  Masons  being  presented  to  the  Grand 
Master,  he  may  grant  them  a  dispensation  to 
open  r.nd  hold  a  I-odge  at  the  place  therein 
named,  with  power  to  make  Masons  and  re- 
ceive members  by  affiliation;  and  he  shall 
therein  appoint  the  Master  and  Wardens  of 
the  new  Lodge.  In  no  case  shall  such  dispen- 
sation be  issued  unless  the  petition  be  accom- 
panied by  a  recommendation  from  the  nearest 
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chartered  Lodge  (if  from  ;i  town  or  city  where 
more  than  one  Lod^e  exists,  then  from  one  ol 
such  Lodges)  setting  forth  that  the  petitioners 
are  all  Master  Masons  in  good  standing,  that 
the  establishment  of  the  new  Lodge  is  of  man- 
ifest propriety  and  will  conduce  to  the  good 
of  the  Craft,  and  that  a  safe  and  suitable  Lodge 
room  will  be  provided  therefor;  nor  unless  the 
petition  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  dimit  or 
certificate  of  standing,  of  each  petitioner,  from 
the  Lodge  of  which  he  was  last  a  member,  and 
by  a  certificate  from  the  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  declaring  that  the  Master  and  War- 
dens  proposed  in  such  petition  are  fully  com- 
petent properly  to  confer  the  three  degrees 
of  Masonry. 

269.  Such  dispensation  shall  terminate  upon 
the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  next 
succeeding  annual  communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  shall  be  held:  and  shall  then  be  re- 
turned to  the  Grand  Secretary,  together  with 
the  by-laws,  book  of  records,  and  returns  of 
the  new  Lodge  to  that  date. 

270.  Upon  the  return  of  a  dispensation  of  a 
new  Lodge  as  above,  with  a  petition  for  3 
Charter,  if  an  examination  of  its  work  anfl 
procedings  shall  prove  satisfactory,  and  it  shall 
produce  a  certificate,  as  required  in  section  No. 
268,  that  the  Master  and  Wardens  proposed 
are  fully  competent  to  confer  the  three  degrees 
of  Masonry,  the  Grand  Lodge  may  order  the 
issue  of  a  charter  to  such  Lodge,  and  assign 
it  such  name  (but  such  name  shall  not  be  the 
narne  of  a  living  person)  and  number  on  the 
regi.ster  as  shall  be  deemed  proper;  and  such 
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Lodge  shall  be  duly  constituted  within  sixty 
days  thereafter.  If  the  examination  be  not 
satisfactory  or  such  certificate  or  showing  be 
not  produced,  the  petition  may  be  totally  re- 
fused, or  the  continuance  of  the  dispensation, 
until  the  next  annual  communication  may  be 
ordered;  but  no  such  continuance  shall  be 
granted  a  second  time. 


REPRESENTATION   IN   GRAND   LODGE 
AND  PROXIES 

271.  Should  the  W  rshipful  Master  or  War-

Lodge  shall  not  be  permitted  to  attend  any 
communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  repre- 
sentatives until  such  returns  and  payments 
shall  have  been  completed.

DISSOLUTION  OF  LODGES

300  Any  Lodge  which  has  been  established 
by  Charter  from  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  any 
territory  in  wliich  a  Grand  Lodge  did  not  then 
exist,  and  which  does  not  take  part  in  the  law- 
ful establishment  of  a  Grand  Lodge  within

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ings  of  any  festival  or  public  meeting  at  which 
persons  not  Masons  are  permitted  to  be  pre- 
sent. 

304.  The  majority  of  members  present  at 
any  Lodge  duly  summoned,  have  an  undoubt- 
ed right  to  regulate  their  own  proceedings, 
provided  tliat  they  arc  consistent  with  the 
general  laws  and  regulations  of  the  Craft;  no 
member,  therefore,  shall  be  permitted  to  enter 
in  a  minute  book  of  his  Lodge,  a  protest  against 
any  resolution  or  proceeding  which  may  have 
taken  place,  unless  it  sIkiU  appear  to  him  to 
be  contrary  to  the  laws  and  usages  of  the 
Craft,  and  for  the  purpcjse  of  complaining  or 
appealing  to  a  higher  Masonic  authority;  and 
then  only  by  permission  of  the  Worshipful 
Master. 

305.  For  the  neglect  or  violation  i>f  any  duty 
imi)osc'd  upon  a  Lodge  in  this  Constitution, 
its  Charter  may  be  suspended  or  forfeited;  and 
for  the  neglect  or  violation  of  any  duty  herein 
imposed  upon  a  Secretary,  his  Lodge  shall  be 
held   responsible. 


OF   DEFINITIONS 

306.  The  words  and  terms  used  in  this  Con 
stitution   shall   bear  the  'Construction  which   is 
given   them   in   the   following  definitions: — 

307.  Grand  Master. — This  title  applies  only 
to  him  who  has  been  elected  and  installed  as 
Grand  Master. 
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308.  Master.  Tliis  title  applies  only  in  liiin 
who  has  been  elected  and  installed  as  Master. 

300.  I'ast  Master. — Tiiis  title  applies  only  tn 
one  who  has  been  reRularly  elected  or  named 
in  a  charter  and  installed,  and  has  served  a 
term  as  Master  of  a  Chartered  I.odjre. 

310.  Representative. — The  representative  of 
a  I.(h1ki'  within  this  jnrisdiction  is  one  who 
in  the  event  that  neither  the  Master  nor  eithet 
of  the  Wardens  can  he  present  at  the  (Irand 
Lod^e.  has  been  duly  elected  by  the  Lod^e 
at  a  re^idar  meeting,  or  at  a  special  meeting 
called  for  that  purpose,  to  represent  it  at  .the 
next   Communication. 

.Ui-  Vacancy. — Vacancies  in  office,  eiilier  in 
a  I.odjje  or  in  the  Grand  LodRC.  may  occur 
bv  death,  deprivation,  removal  from  the  juris- 
diction,   resignation,    suspensifin    or   expulsion. 

.U-2.  Jurisdiction. — The  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  includes  all  Lodges  and  NLisons 
within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  T'rovince  oi 
Manitf»ba,  and  all  Lodges  and  their  members, 
without  this  jurisdiction  acting  under  its  au- 
thority. 

The  jurisdiction  of  a  Lodge  includes  all  its 
own  members  wherever  residing,  and  all  Ma- 
sons residing  nearer  to  its  place  of  meeting 
than  to  that  of  any  other  Lodge  w;ithin  this 
jurisdiction,  except  in  towns  or  cities  where 
more  tlian  one  I.odge  exists,  in  which  case 
each  of  such  Lodges  has  separate  jurisdiction 
over  its  own  members,  and  concurrent  juris- 
dictitm  over  all  Masons  not  members  of  one 
of   such    Lodges   who  reside   in    such   town   of 
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city,  f)r  nearer  theretf)  than  to  any  other  place 
wliere  a   l.odvfe  exists. 

31.^.  HeKtilatiun.— r>y  a  re^tilation  of  tlie 
(iratul  Lndj^e  is  meant  any  res'iltition,  edict, 
liw  or  ordinance  of  any  kind  whatever,  otiier 
than  tlie   Constitution,   whicli   it   may  adopt. 

314.  Suspensions.  -TIic  susijension  of  a 
[-odRc  is  an  arrest  of  its  Charter  and  a  tem- 
I)orary  i)roliil)ition  to  assemble  or  work  as  a 
k'Kal  I.odj?e,  tmtil  again  autliorized  so  to  do 
by  competent  authority;  and  tlie  act  susi)ends 
all  its  meml)ers  except  those  especially  ex- 
empted from  its  efTect. 

The  suspension  of  a  .Master  of  a  Loflye  is 
a  temj>orary  dei)rivatior  '  his  ofrice.  and  pro- 
hibits all  recojjjnition  .  -  iti  that  capacity 
until   he  is  restored  by  'tent  antliority. 

The  suspension  of  a  .\Iason  is  a  temporary 
deprivation  of  all  his  rights  and  i)rivileKes. 
as  such,  and  i)r(ihil)its  all  Masons  and  Lodges 
from  holding  any  Masf)nic  intercourse  with 
him  until  he  shall  be  leRally  restf)red  in  tlie 
manner  hereinbefore  prescribed. 

,115.  F,xpulsion.~ -The  expulsion  of  a  .Mason 
is  the  hiRhest  jjenalty  known  to  the  Masonic 
law.  It  is  an  absolute  deprivation  of  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  Craft  and  prohib- 
its all  Masons  and  Lodges  from  holdin^f  any 
Masonic  intercourse  with  him  imtil  he  is  re- 
stored by  the  Grand  Lod^e. 

.^16.  Notification. — A  notification  or  notice 
is  a  call  issued  by  the  .Secretary,  by  order  of 
the  l.odj?e  or  Master,  or  by  other  competent 
authority   as   hereinbefore   i)rovided.  to   attend 
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for  some  specific  purpose  at  the  time  and  place 
tlierein  indicated,  or  to  perform  some  specific 
duty  therein  set  forth;  and  it  is  the  duty  of 
every  Mason  to  comply  with  its  direction  if 
he  can,  without  great  inconvenience  do  so. 

317.  Summons. — A  summons  is  an  impera- 
tive order,  issued  by  the  Master,  or  by  other 
competent  authority,  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
to  appear  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  there- 
in be  designated.  The  obligation  to  obey  it 
is  absolute,  and  the  i)enalty  for  disobedient^ 
may  be,  after  due  trial,  expulsion,  unless  it 
shall  be  shown  that  such  disobedience  was 
unavoidable  or  was  occasioned  by  some  press- 
ing necessity.  It  shall  either  be  written  or 
printed,  and  shall,  when  practicable,  be  per- 
sonally served  upon  the  brother  to  be  notified, 
by  the  Tyler  or  some  other  Mason  properly 
deputed  for  that  purpose.  If  this  cannot  con- 
veniently be  done,  it  shall  be  mailed,  regis- 
tered, post-paid,  addressed  to  him  at  his  last 
known  place,  or  left  at  his  last  known  place 
of  residence,  or  with  a  grown-up  member  of 
his  family  and  this  shall  be  deemed  due  and 
sufficient  service. 

318.  Regular  Meeting. — The  regular  meeting 
of  a  Lodge  is  the  one  only  meeting  in  each 
month  at  which  business  may  be  done,  with 
the  exceptions  specified  in  the  Constitution. 
It  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  by-laws 
of  each  Lodge,  and  no  emergency  meeting 
shall  ever  be  considered  as  a  part  of  any  such 
regular  meeting. 

319.  The  word  month,  whenever  it  ocv.urs 
in  this  Constitution,  shall  be  held  to  mean 
lunar  month. 
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AMENDMENTS 

320.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  make  such  amendments,  al- 
terations and  additions  to  this  Constitution  at 
any  communication,  as  it  shall  think  proper 
and  expedient  for  the  bentfit  of  the  Craft  un- 
der the  reyulations  hereinbefore  provided.

CHARGES 


Charge  to  Newly-Initiated  Candidate 

As  you  have  now  passed  through  the  cere- 
mony of  your  initiation,  allow  me  to  congrat- 
ulate you  on  being  admitted  a  member  of  our 
ancient  and  honorable  society.  Ancient,  as 
having  subsisted  from  time  immemorial,  and 
honorable  because  by  a  natural  tendency  it 
conduces  to  make  all  those  honorable  who 
are   strictly   obedient   to   its   precepts.     Indeed 
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no  institution  can  boast  a  more  solid  founda- 
tion tiian  that  on  which  Freemasonry  rests — 
"the^  practice  of  every  social  and  moral  vir- 
tue;" and  to  so  high  an  eminence  has  its  cre- 
dit been  advanced,  that  in  every  age  monarchs 
themselves  have  been  promoters  of  the  art; 
have  not  thought  it  derogatory  from  their 
dignity  to  exchange  the  sceptre  for  the  gavel; 
have  patronized  our  mysteries  and  joined  our 
assemblies.  As  a  Mason,  I  would  first  re- 
commend to  your  most  serious  contemplation 
the  volume  of  the  sacred  law,  charging  you  to 
consider  it  the  unerring  stanjdard  of  truth  and 
justice,  and  to  reg  liate  your  actions  by  the  di- 
vine precepts  which  it  contains.  Therein  you 
will  be  taught  the  important  duties  you  owe 
to  God,  to  your  neighbour  and  to  yourself. 
To  God,  by  never  mentioning  His  name  but 
with  that  awe  and  reverence  which  are  due 
from  the  creature  to  the  creator,  by  imploring 
His  aid  on  all  your  lawful  undertakings,  and 
by  looking  up  to  Him  in  every  emergency  for 
comfort  and  support;  to  your  neighbour  by  act- 
ing with  him  on  the  square,  bv  rendering  him 
every  kind  office  which  justice  or  mercy  may 
require,  by  relieving  his  distresses,  by  sooth- 
ing his  afflictions,  and  by  doing  to  him,  as  in 
similar  cases,  you  would  v/ish  he  should  do 
unto  you;  and  to  yourself,  by  such  a  j>rudent 
and  well  regulated  course  of  discipline  as 
may  pest  conduce  to  the  preservation  of  your 
corpoj^tgil  and  mental  faculties  in  their  fullest 
energies;  thereby  enabling  you  to  exert  those 
talents  wherewith  God  has  blest  you,  as  well 
to  His  glory  as  to  the  welfare  of  your  fell  ,w 
creatures. 

As  a  cilizcn  of  the  world,  I  am  next  to  en- 
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join  you  to  be  exemplary  in  the  discharge  of 
your  civil  duties  by  never  proposing,  or  at  all 
countenancing,  any  act  that  may  have  a  ten- 
dency to  subvert  the  peace  and  good  order  of 
society;  I^y  paying  due  obedience  to  the  laws 
of  any  state  which  may  for  a  time  become 
the  place  of  your  residence  or  afford  you  its 
protection;  and.  above  all,  by  never  losing 
sight  of  the  allegiance  due  to  the  sovereign 
of  your  native  land,  ever  remembering  that 
nature  has  implanted  in  your  breast  a  sacred 
and  indissoluble  attachment  to  that  country 
from  which  you  derived  your  birth  and  infant 
nurturing. 

As  an  individual  I  am  further  to  recom- 
mend the  practice  of  every  domestic  as  well 
as  public  virtue.  Let  prudence  direct  you; 
temperance  chasten  you;  fortitude  support 
you;  and  justice  be  the  guide  of  all  your  ac- 
tions, and  be  especially  careful  to  maintain  in 
their  fullest  splendor  those  truly  Masonic  orna- 
ments '"benevolence  and  charity." 

Still,  however,  as  a  Mason  there  are  other 
excellencies  of  character  to  which  your  atten- 
tion may  be  peculiarly  and  forcibly  directed; 
among  the  foremost  of  these  are  "secrecy, 
fidelity  and  obedience." 

"Secrecy"  may  be  said  to  consist  in  the  in- 
violable adherence  to  the  obligations  you  have 
entered  into,  never  improperly  to  reveal  any 
of  those  Masonic  secrets  which  have  now 
been,  or  may  at  any  future  time  be.  entrusted 
to  your  keeping,  and  cautiously  to  shun  all  oc- 
casions which  might  inadvertently  lead  you  so 
to  do. 
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Vour  "fidelity"  must  he  exemplified  by  a 
strict  observance  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
traternity;  by  adhering  to  the  ancient  land- 
marks of  the  order;  by  never  attempting  to 
extort,  or  otherwise  unduly  obtain  the  secrets 
of  a  superior  degree,  and  by  refraining  to  re- 
commend any  one  to  a  participation  of  our 
secrets,  unless  you  have  strong  ground  to 
believe  that,  by  a  similar  fidelity,  he  will  ul- 
timately reflect   hfmor  on   our  choice. 

So  must  your  '-obedience"  be  proved  by  a 
close  conformity  to  all  our  laws  and  regula- 
tions, by  prompt  attention  to  all  signs  and 
summonses;  by  modest  and  correct  demeanor 
whilst  in  the  Lodge;  by  abstaining  from  every 
topic  of  religious  or  politcal  discussion;  by 
ready  acquiescence  in  all  votes  and  resolutions 
duly  passed  by  the-  brethren,  and  by  perfect 
submission  to  the  Master  and  his  Wardens 
whilst  acting  in  the  dischai  e  of  their  rosoec- 
tive  duties. 

And,  as  a  last  general  recommendation,  let 
me  exhort  you  to  dedicate  yourself  to  such 
pursuits  as  may  enable  you  to  retain  respect 
in  your  rank  in  life,  be  useful  to  mankind,  and 
an  ornament  to  the  society  of  which  you  have 
been  this  day  admitted  a  member;  to  devote 
your  le_isure  hours  more  especially  to  the 
study  of  such  of  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences 
as  may  he  within  the  compass  of  your  attain- 
ment, and  without  neglecting  the  ordinary 
duties  of  your  station,  to  consider  yourself 
called  upon  to  make  daily  advancement  in 
Masonic  knowledge. 

From  the  very  commendable  attention  which 
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you  appear  to  have  given  to  this  charge,  I  am 
led  to  hope  that  you  will  duly  appreciate  the 
excellence  of  Freemasonry,  and  imprint  in- 
delibly on  your  mind  the  sacred  duties  of 
"truth,  of  honor  and   of  virtue." 

Charge  to  the  Newly  Passed  Candidate 

Brother, — Being  advanced  to  the  second  de- 
gree of  Masonry,  we  congratulate  you  on  your 
preferment.  The  internal  and  not  the  exter- 
nal qualifications  of  a  man  are  what  Masonry 
regards.  As  you  incre--"  in  knowledge,  so 
you  will  consequently  ir  rove  in  social  inter- 
course. It  is  unnecessaij^  for  me  to  recapit- 
ulate the  duties,  w-hich,  as  a  Mason,  you  are 
bound  to  discharge,  or  to  enlarge  on  the 
necessity  of  a  strict  adherence  to  thern,  as 
your  own  experience  must  have  established 
their  value.  It  may  be  sufficient  to  observe, 
that  as  your  past  behaviour  and  regular  de- 
portment have  merited  the  honor  which  we 
have  conferred,  in  your  new  character  it  is 
expected  that  you  will  not  only  conform  to 
the  principles  of  the  order  but  steadily  perse- 
vere in  the  practice  of  every  virtue.  The  study 
of  the  liberal  arts,  that  valuable  branch  of 
education  which  tends  so  effectually  to  polish 
and  adorn  the  mind,  is  earnestly  recommended 
to  your  consideration — especially  geometry, 
which  is  established  as  a  basis  of  our  art. 
Geometry  or  Masonry,  originally  synonymous 
terms,  is  of  a  divine  or  moral  nature  enriched 
with  the  most  useful  knowledge,  so  that  while 
it  proves  the  wonderful  properties  of  nature, 
it  demonstrates  the  more  important  truths  of 
morality. 
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As  the  solemnity  of  our  ceremonies  requires 
a  serious  deportment,  you  are  to  be  particu- 
larly attentive  to  youi  behaviour  at  our  regu- 
lar assemblies.  You  are  to  preserve  our  an- 
cient usages  and  customs  sacred  and  inviolable 
and  induce  others,  by  your  example,  to  hold 
them  in  due  veneration. 

The  laws  and  regulations  of  the  order  you 
are  strenuously  to  support  and  maintain.  You 
are  not  to  palliate  or  agi^ravate  the  offences 
of  the  brethren,  but  in  the  decision  of  every 
trespass  against  our  rules  judge  with  candor, 
admonish  with  firmness  and  reprehend  with 
mercy. 

As  a  Craftsnian,  in  our  private  assemblies, 
you  may  oflfer  your  sentiments  and  opinions 
on  such  subjects  as  are  regularly  introduced 
in  the  lecture,  under  the  superintendence  of  an 
experienced  Master  who  will  guard  the  land- 
marl  lirst  encroachment.  By  this  privilege 
you  I..  .J  improve  your  intellectual  powers; 
qualify  yourself  to  become  a  useful  member  of 
society;  and  like  a  skilful  Craftsman,  strive  to 
excel  in  what  is  good  and  great. 

Yi;u  are  to  encourage  industry  and  reward 
merit,  supply  the  want  and  relieve  the  nece  . 
sity  of  brethren  am'  ^^el'ows  to  the  utmost  of 
your  power  and  abi  i\  and  on  no  accfiunt 
wrong  them  or  see  'Jw  m  wronged,  but  .-.,  • 
prise  them  of  approaching  danger,  and  view 
their  interest  as  inseparable  from  your  own. 

Such  is  the  nature  of  your  engagements  as 
a  Craftsman;  and  these  duties  you  are  now 
bound,  by  the  most  sacred  ties,  to  observe. 
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Charge  to  the  Newly  Raised  Candidate 

Brother. — Your  zeal  for  the  institution  c  t 
Freemasonry,  the  progress  you  have  alreadv 
I'lade,  and  your  conformity  to  our  generi'l 
regulations,  have  pointed  you  tnit  as  a  fit  ob 
ject  of  esteem  and  favor.  In  the  character 
of  a  Master  Mason,  you  are  henceforth  au- 
thorized to  correct  the  errors  and  irregulari- 
ties of  your  younger  brethren,  and  guard 
them  against  a  breach  of  fidelity.  To  improve 
tlic  niorals  and  correct  the  manners  of  men  in 
society  ought  to  be  your  constant  care.  You 
are  to  inculcate  universal  benevolence,  and  by 
the  regularity  of  your  own  behaviour,  aflford 
th*-  best  example  for  the  conduct  of  others. 
The  ancient  landmarks  of  the  order  you  are 
to  preserve  sacred  and  inviolable  and  never 
suffer  an  infringement  of  our  customs,  or  a 
deviation  from   established   usages. 

Duty,  honor  and  gratitude  now  bind  you  to 
your  trust;  let  no  motive,  therefore,  ever  make 
you  •  vverve  from  your  duty,  but  be  true  and 
faith^ll,  and  imitate  the  example  of  that  cele- 
brated artist,  whom  you  have  once  represent- 
ed. Endeavor,  in  a  word,  to  convince  the 
world  that  merit  has  been  your  title  to  our 
privileges,  and  that  on  you  our  favors  have 
not  been   undeservedly   bestowed.
